Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant inquired as to the outstanding office action mailed 3/20/07 
and more specifically, the use of the combination of references so that applicant can formulate a response to the 
action. Applicant was not clear as to the JP'483 reference and how / why applied. Applicant wanted clarification as to 
which walls were viewed as having the concave shape. The examiner responded that at least the top edges / wall 
portions of the divider appeared to have the concave shape. Applicant noted that the divider of the base reference to 
DE^463 appeared to have the same feature. After further review, it is noted that the office action cited the divider of 
DE'463 as being element (30) and not (31) which is what may have confused applicant. The divider (30) is essentially 
a rectangular divider. The JP*359 citation was an evidence reference to teach the known use of a rectangular divider 
having an open bottom, while the JP'483 was further evidence that a divider for a box shaped body can entail a varying 
array of shapes, such as concave walls .
